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Thefe Articles of Peace have greater advantages 

attending them, for the future femrity, and 

improvement of Tangier, thenthofe concluded 

by the Earl of Tiveot ; in thefe particulars 

following, 

FIrft, This Peace is perpetual, his for Six 
Monethsonly. 

Secondly, Wearetohaveaffiftancefromhis 
Forces, againft all Chriftian Enemies, who (hall 
attempt any thing upon Tangier. 

Thirdly, We are to have all Provifions out of 
his Countryes, Wood, &c 

Fourthly, We have no guards impofed on us 
by Cayland, which was a great incumbrance to the 
Garrifon, and for which my Lord tiveot pay'd 
500/. per annum, to maintain the faid guard, 

Fifthly, We have Stones for the carrying on 
the Mold j We pay the fame quantity 01 Powder 
annually, as my Lord Tiveot did _; and have ground 
tt «n n ^ wiAj p fe aBiline of double value. 
|f ^xtWy^ M fingers Ships or Boats whore- 
pair to Tangier, are to be Protected from the 
Moors Boats within three Leagues diftance from 
the City. 
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
